4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
record fails to disclose or teach all the recited steps of the claimed method for indirectly 
determining the presence of lipidic particles in cell membranes in a sample suspected of having 
anti-lipidic particle antibodies from a person who may be suffering from primary 
antiphospholipid syndrome or a disease associated with secondary antiphospholipid syndrome, 
wherein the presence of the lipidic particles allows diagnosis of illness associated with the 
presence of antiphospholipid antibodies. 

Claims 32, 35-38, 91-93, and 95, now renumbered as 1-9, are thus allowable over the 
prior art of record.
